REFERRING to the hanging of 
Wong Ah Hing in San Francisco 
yesterday, the San Francisco Post 
says: Will any one dare say after 
this that we do not hang our mur- 
derers?

Hing killed his uncle, 
and because he shed the blood 
of a relative his countrymen 
deserted him. Not a friend 
called to see him, and he was 
so poor the Court had to 
appoint counsel to defend him 
when he was placed on trial for 
his life. Under these circum- 
stances, it is not surprising that in 
a little over ten months from the 
date of the murder he paid the 
penalty of his crime. But let us 
look at the case of Lee Chuck, the 
body guard of the notorions “ Lit- 
tle Pete.” He shot down acoun- 
tryman on Washington street in 
broad daylight over three years 
ago, and attempted to kill the offi- 
cer who arrested him. Heis grow- 
ing fat in the County Jail, because 
he has the highbinder forces and 
funds at his command, and there 
is every probability that he. 
will die there of old age. He 
has twice been under sentence of 
death, but the Supreme Court 
stepped in between him and the 
scaffold. He is haughty and dom- 
ineering, knowing the powerful 
forces he has making his fight, and 
he openly declares that he has 
too much money at his command 
to ever hang. It would seem that 
Lee Chuck boasts knowingly. 
While it is no more than right 
that Wong Ah Hing should have 
suffered

In parts of Stockton and other Cali- 
6:00 | fornia towns people were obliged to 
escape in boats from their submerged 
houses. We experienced considerable 
inconvenience and annoyance from 
blockades, which | 
DEPRIVED US OF MAIL MATTER. 


We growled and made a great fuss 
over the few days of severe cold wea- 
ther, which made extia attention to 
fires necessary, but there has been no 
real danger to our people from either 
flood, landslide or avalanche, such as 
have menaced other places. 

In Portland, Oregon, the- principal 
wholesale street of the city wasinun- 
dated and large stocks of goods dam- 
aged or entirely ruined, causing loss 
that could not beestimated. Thée only 
means of travel on this thoroughfare 
was by boats, and buildings were en- 
tered through second-story windows. 

In Oregon and California valleys 
have been overrun by torrents from 
the mountains, and cattle in large 
numbers swept away and drowned. 

Expensive mil!s, bridges and other 
valuable structures on the Columbia 
and Willamette rivers were torn from 
their foundations and dashed to pieces 
by the current like toys in the hands 
of an angry giant. In the mountains 
surrounding Washington’s boom land

Two Incidents in the Career of an 
Express Messenger. 


In the First the Rubbers Got Badly Left, 
and in the Second We Came Out 
Best in a Trial of Shoot- 

ing-Irons.

Even in these days of peace, with 
every. money-handler armed for defense 
and surrounded by every safeguard, 
banks are ‘“‘touched,” stages held up, 
express cars robbed, and the highway 
robber and the horse thief have no com- 
plaints of lack of business. This being 
the case now, you can imagine the state 
of affairs during the war, even though 
you were not a living witness. Along 
about 1863 the bad men of the times | 
reaped a constant harvest. Money was) 
abundant, every day full of excitement, 
and embezzlers and absconders outnum- 
bered honest men. And, too, banks, 
express companies and other big money- 
handlers were green to many of the 
tricks and schemes, and the idea of buy- 
ing a revolver for an express messenger 
out of company funds would haye been 
voted down instanter. He must arm 
himself, and if he pulled through he 
was a good fellow. If hedidn’t, it was 
looked upon as ‘‘an act of Providence.” 

My first adventure occurred while 
making the run between Cincinnati and 
St. Louis. I had been on the road about 
six weeks and the business was so 
heavy that we had to have an extra 
man. Whiie I' took charge of the money 
he looked after the parcels and boxes, 
and we hada whole car to ourselves. 
My assistant was named John Goodhue, 
and he had been one of the check clerk? 
in the freight department of the Cincin- 
nati office. He was an easy-going, good- 
natured man of forty, much given to 
taking things easy, but as he was the 
only man the Gompany could or would 
spare I had totake him asI found him 

d make the best of it. Whenever we 
pulled out of either city we were very 
busy for the first half hour. I saw that 
every thing was properly checked off 
and accounted for in the line of money 
and valuables, and then assisted him if 
he was not already through. It thus 
sometimes happened that I was busy at 
my safein the corner for the first twenty 
miles out and that little or no conversa- 
tion was exchanged between us. 

On this particular evening Goodhue 
' was ten minntes late at the train, but 
he took hold with unusual spirit, and 
when the stuff was allin we had the 
car pretty well filled. I was at my safe 
when the train pulled out and I heard 
Goodhue moving about and going 
through the usual routine. We had 
nothing to put off until we reached a 
farm thirty miles away and then it was 
something in the line of freight. I 
therefore took things vasy and was 
smoking asI did my work. I had on 
that night, in addition to my own safe 
and $62,000, a paymaster’s safe which 
contained nearly a quarter of a million. 
I was sitting on this and bending over 
|my own when I received a blow on the 
‘head from behind. It fell upon the left 
‘side of my head and glanced to the 
shoulder, but it knocked me over side- 
ways inaheapon the floor. I was not 
stunned, but itcame to mein a second 
to “play possum.” Even while falling 
I realized that it wasa plan to rob the 
ear, and I wondered who Goodhue had 
behind him. I rolled over on my back, 
groaned ‘two cr three times and then 
straightened out, and after a minute I 
heard a voice say: ‘Come out, Jim— 
he’s settled!” 

It was the voice of the man who had 
struck me, but not the voice of Good- 
hue. I heard a second man come for- 
ward, and then the plot was exposed. 
Neither was Goodhue, and both were 
otrangers. cas 

‘‘Guess you’ve done for him, Tom,” 
said the last comer as he stood over me. 

“Couldn’t help it, Jim —-he’d had 
given us a fight if1lhadn’t. Now, then, 
we’ve got thingscoopered. In five min- 
utes we shall be at Blankville. There’s 
nothing to go off, but I’ll open the door. 
Sit here on the safe.” 

The whistle blew, the train slowed up, 
and pretty soon we were ata standstill. 
The robber opened the sliding door 
and stood as cool as you: please for two 
or three minutes, and I heard him re- 
ply to the agent that there was nothing 
to go off. Assoon as the train pulled 
out he shut the door and came over and 
said: | 

“Open the other door. Five miles from 
here is the stretch of woods, and we 
must be ready to dump the safes at the 
word.” 

My revolver was under me, in its hol- 
ster, and I was helpless. The first move 
I made would have brought them upoo— 


to make sure work of it thistime. I | 
had to let them carry out their plan, 
but I was forminganother. The stretch | 
of woods was ts.o miles long, and be-| 
tween Blankville and the next stop was | 
a distance of eightesn miles.

I dragged mine down to the 
paymaster’s then got out my revolver 
and hid behind the stump, and pretty 
soon I heard the fellows coming down 
the track. They had brought the train 


almost to a standstill, and’ then sig-| 


naled it to go aheai and jumped. They 
were hunting along the ditch as they 


came, and I waited until they were) 


within five rods begpre I opened fire and 
shouted: ‘‘Here they are, boys; shoot 
them down!” 

They didn’t stand for a second, but 
went off as fast as they could heel it, 
followed by my bullets, and half an 
hour later I had the safes aboard of a 
freight train. An investigation proved 
that Goodhue was blind drunk on that 
night. He had accepted an offer to 
drink with a stranger, and had been 
plied with liquor until he fell down on 
the street. The robbers must have 
known him well, and have also been 
familiar with our way of working. Who 
they were we never knew. 

In November, 1864, when I began the 
run between St. Louis and Chicago, 
there was scarcely a week that some- 
thing did not occur to arouse my sus- 
picions. The heft of the money went 
South, but there was always enough on 
either run to tempt a robber to take des- 
perate chances. I had a middle-aged, 
steady-going man as assistant, and it 
would have had to be a sharp man who 
could get the better of him. Now and 
then, when we were carrying big money 
forsome army contractor, he was al- 
lowed to send a man along to act 4s a 
special guard. These men were general- 
ly Chicago detectives or police, and they 
rode on an order prepared by the Chica- 
go superintendent. One afternoon about 
two hours before train time, and while 
I was at the office, a military-looking 
man, who claimed to be a paymaster, 
entered and arranged to express his safe 
to St. Louis. Its contents were said to 
be upward of $200,000, and he applied 
for permission to send two trusty sol- 
diers along in the car. I heard this 
much without having taken any special 
interest in the case. When we came to 
receive our stuff from the wagons chere 
was & paymaster’s safe, and a little later 
ona man dressed in the uniform of a 
sergeant of infantry and accompanied 
by a private soldier presented an order 
permitting them to ride in our car as a 
guard. 

While every thing was regular, I did 
not like the looksof the men. They 
seemed to me to be tough characters, 
and when I got a chance to speak toGra- 
ham, my assistant, I found that he en- 
tertained the same opinion and had be- 
come suspicious. I therefore gave them 
the other end of the car and whispered 
to Graham that we must keep our eyes 
open. The first thing we did after the 
train pulled out was to place our revolv- 
ers where we could grab them on the 
instant, and as we worked over our way- 
bills we kept a weather eye open for 
signs. For a time it looked as if we 
had done the men an injustice. One 
took a seat on the safe and the other in 
achair. Each lighted a cigar, and their 
conversation, as we overheard a word 
now and then, related to military matters 
and was honest and straight. When 
Graham and 1 had finished our work we 
sat down at the other end of the carand 
the quartet of us rode in this fashion, 
with only a break now and then, as we 
stopped at a station and put off some- 
thing billed there. 

Our longest run was between midnight 
and one o’clock. We then passed three 
or four small stations without stopping, 
making the run about nineteen miles. 
If the men were not what they repre- 
sented they wonld show their hands dur- 
ing this run. They appeared to be sound 
asleep when we entered upon it, and 
Graham, who sat near me, was nodding 
in his chair. They had the end of thecar 
next to the engine, and all of asudden, 
while I was looking at them from under 
the vizor of my cap, both arose, stretched 
themselves, and as the sergeant started 
for my end of the car the other unlocked 
the door and admitted two men. Things 
moved like lightning. Both of us saw 
what was up, and as we sprang to our feet 
every man in that car began shooting. I 
can’t say whether the fight lasted one 
minute or five, but when it ended I had 
a flesh wound in the left arm, a rake 
across the cheek, and a bullet hole in 
my cap. Graham had an ear split by a 
bullet, and another embedded in his 
shoulder and the car was in darkness. 
Istruck a match, lighted a candle. and 
found that we were alone. Not exactly 
alone, tut safe from further attack. The 
sergeant lay dead on his back, shot 
through the head, and beyond him was 
one of the men who had been admitted, 
so near dead that he gasped his last as 
we raised him up. The door was open, 
and the other two had leaped from the 
platform. One of them at least was 
badly wounded, as a trail of blood 
proved. : 

The train had made its run by the 
time we had sized up the situation, and 
a doctor was put aboard to dress our 
hurts as we continued the journey. 
Both corpses were carried into St. Louis 
for inquest and identification, but they 
could not be identified. As you have 
surmised, the paymaster’s safe was a 
dummy. It did not contain one dollar. 
The whole job was put up to get hold of 
express money, and the fellows didn’t 
propose to give us any chance to save 
our lives by givingitup. I think that 
one of the robbers who jumped also 
came to his death, as a man was next 
day found at that spot who had been 
cut in fragments under the wheels. 
Some parts of this adventure reached 
the press, but the express company 
hushed matters up in every way pos- 
sible, and in this effort they were aided 


by the Government. It was afterward | 


said that every member of the gang was 
a Chicago crook, and that the man who 
personated the paymaster at the office 
was the sergeant aboard my car.—N, Y, 
Sun © Mow to Sharpen a Knife, - 
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THE MISTLETOE. 


for All Festal Purposes. 

There is mistletoe growing in our 
own country quite good enough to an- 
swer all the festal purposes of the 
mistletoe descended from that ‘which 
the old Druids in their white robes cut 
with a golden sickle just after the new 
of the moon, and distributed for charms 
against all evil to their believing tribes, 
Itis not, indeed, the true and ancient 
mistletoe; but ittakes a botanist anda 
good one to tell you why not; and itis 
quite as interesting in its appearance, 
with the long, olive-like leaves and the 
singular translucent berry with a gleam 
of green in its whiteness, something be- 
tween a moonstone and a pale Cat’s-eye 
quartz in tint. It grows any where in 
the Virginia latitudes, abounds upon 
the mesquite in Texas, and is usually 
to be found in the Washington flower 
market through the Christmas holidays. 

The plant is certainly beautiful and 
curious; but except for its parasitical 
origin and growth, which gave ita sort 
of a mystery to the unlearned and prim- 
itive mind, it is difficult tosee why it 
ever attained such eminence as it had, 
although itis true that the Druids gave 
it veneration only when found growing 
on the oak, which was sacred to the sun 
—the Druidical worship and that of the 
old Persians having much in common; 
but it held with them, for whatever 
reason, an important part inthe great 
rites of the winter solstice, correspond- 
ing to our Christmas festivities. One of 
the old northern myths makes the dart 
which killed the beautiful Balder out of 
the mistletoe, which alone of all nature 
had not been bound to do him no harm, 
possibly as showing that there is noth- 
ing inthe universe without significance, 
and ‘‘with Him there is no great nor 
small.” Nowadays the strange plant is 
found less often on the oak than on the 
apple tree, where it kills out whole 
orchards, being all but indestructible it- 
self, and living just as long as there is 
any sap in thetree it has chosen; in 
some regions it has, indeed, become 
more profitable to raise and sell than 
the apples would be. In England, and 
in the wild state, itis most often sown 
by the misselthrush; but it is raised 
artificially by crushing the berries on a 
bough, to which their glutinous matter 
adheres and where they generate; others 
make a slit with a penknife on the 
underside of a branch, so that it may 
not be observed by the birds, and there 
insert the seed, and something of a 
weird and mysterious character is seen 
ina species of intelligence manifested 
by it, since, in whatever direction the 
seed is pointed, the radical will turn 
toward the surface, and fasten itself in 
guch manner as todraw the most nutri- 
ment4t can, and it has even been suc- 
eessfully grafted upon another miseltoe. 
Thatit should still have a partin our 
Christmas keeping is owing tothe fact 
that we always have a tenderness to- 
ward the customs of our ancestors.— 
Harper’s Bazar. 


FORCE IN SILENCE: 


How John Randolph Defeated Campbell, 
the Scotch Logician. 

In painting the great picture of the 
sacrifice of Iphigenia the artist, it is 
said, exhausted the emotions of cri 
and horror in the faces of the bystanders. 

“He has left nothing unsaid. How 
can he depict her father’s sorrow?” 
asked anxiously his friends who were 
watching the development of the 
picture. He threw a mantle over Aga- 
memnon’s face. The blank silence was 
more effective than any pictured woe. 

One of the most extraordinary effects 
produced by absolute silence is recorded 
in the reports of a convention in which 
the foremost men of Virginia took part.

whole attention of the convention, and 
ashe glanced around seemed to be ask- 
ing for sympathy in his coming defeat. 
He then composed himself to listen in 
rapt attention 

Campbell, aware of this by-play, hesi- 
tated and lost the thread of his argu- 
ment. Randolph’s face by turns as he 
listened expressed weariness, indiffer- 
ence and finally unspeakable contempt. 
He leaned back and yawned. Campbell 
sat down hastily. He had lost the 
whole force of his speech. Nota word 
had been spoken, but he was defeated.

The men when mowing generally 
have on white aprons, looking much 
like a lot of barbers or waiters pressed 
into service. This is due, probably, to 
the fact that the women do the most of 
the mowing, and when a man has to do 
it he wants to look as much like a

Throughout the most of Europe tne 
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peasants or farmers live in villages 
and go every morning and evening from 
two to four miles to their land and 
back, at a great loss of time and 
thought. 

It is a rare thing to see separate 
houses in this country. In Tyrol and 
Switzerland the houses are more §Cat- 
tered, and one may often see them 
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Eigh and One-half Inches Long, Six Inches Wide 
and Two Inches Thick.
